'Ibis  Clinic  is  held  twice  weekly  at  Greennieadow,  Coity  Rend, 
Bridgend.  During  the  year  44  cases  were  treated,  and  these  made 
562  attendances.

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Of  tiic  44  cases,  12  wore  ii-regular  in  attendance,  six  showed  no 
improvement,  eiglit  were  considerably  improved,  and  18  showed  very 
marked  im[)i'ovement.  Of  tliose  cases,  14  per  cent,  sliowed  no  improve- 
ment, 18  per  cent,  considerable  improvement,  and  41  per  cent,  marked 
improvement.

A number  of  Hospitals  are  made  tise  of  by  the  inhabitants  of  the 
district.  Those  Hospitals  not  given  in  the  following  list  which  are 
mostly  used  are:  (1)  The  Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary;  (2)  The  Port  Talbot 
District  General  Hospital ; (3)  Maesteg  Maternity  Home. 

Arrangements,  I believe,  are  being  made  whereby  more  patients 
will  be  able  to  be  treated  at  the  Bridgend  Infirmary,  and  this  will  do 
away  with  the  necessity  for  so  many  being  treated  at  Cardiff  as  at 
present. 


(3)  (1)  MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES. 

Eleven  midwives  arc  practising  within  the  area  of  your  Council. 
None  are  employed  by  your  Council,  or  directly  subsidised  by  your 
Council,  but  two  are  employed  by  Voluntai’y  Associations. 

Maternity  cases  from  the  district,  by  special  arrangement,  can  be 
sent  into  the  Bridgend  Maternity  Home,  and  below  are  the  regulations 
and  scale  of  charges  decided  upon  by  the  Council 

(1)  Regulations: 

(a)  The  income  to  be  considered  should  be  the  net  income 
after  deducting  rent; 

(b)  Where  the  income  to  the  home  is  £2  and  under,  no  charge 
should  be  made; 

(c)  From  all  income  in  excess  of  £2  a deduction  of  4s.  should 
be  made  for  each  child,  and  twice  the  balance  remaining 
should  be  the  amount  to  be  repaid  to  the  Council. 

(d)  This  payment  should  bo  the  full  and  final  amount  Avhich 
should  be  demanded,  irrespective  of  tbc  period  for  Avhich 
the  patient  remains  in  the  Home; 

(e)  Persons  earning  an  income  of  £4  or  over,  should  pay  the 
full  fees.

One  linndrocl  and  twenty-seven  expectant  inotliers  from  yoiir  district 
under  the  ahnve-inenl ioni'd  nrranjrenient,  were  sent  into  the  ^Maternity 
Jloine,  and  12G  were  confined  there,  at  a cost  of  £451  10s.  Od.,  of  which 
£104  Os.  lOd.  was  recoverable  from  patients. 
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MATERNAL  DEATHS. 

Four  women  lost  their  lives  during,  or  as  a result  of  chilclhirth. 

The  i\raternal  Death  Rate  for  the  Penybont  District  is  as  follows: — 

19:11,  14;  19:12,  7.8;  19:13,  7.7;  1934,  6.1;  1935,  7.2;  1936,  11.4;  1937, 
10.9;  1938,  6.1;  1939,  8.7. 

For  England  and  Wales  the  rate  is  as  follows: — 1931,  4.11;  1932, 
4.06;  1933,  4.23;  1934,  4.41;  1935,  3.93;  1936,  3.81;  1937,  3.23;  1938, 
2.97;  1939,  2.82. 

From  the  appropriate  table,  it  will  bo  seen  that  at  the  11  ante- 
natal centres  348  mothers  attended,  making  1,438  attendances. 

Immediately  a maternal  death  is  registered,  an  investigation  into 
the  cause  of  death  takes  place.  The  home  conditions  are  enquired 
into,  especially  in  regard  to  the  following : — 

(a)  Number  in  family. 

(b)  Financial  position. 

(c)  Housing  conditions. 

(d)  Occupation  of  both  parents. 

(e)  Diseases  or  illness  from  which  mother  has  suffered. 

(f)  The  difficulty  or  otherudse  of  previous  confinements,  and 

help  requiied  at  all  such  confinements. 


The  midwife  in  attendance  upon  the  case  is  interviewed,  and  the 
following  particulars  obtained : — 

(1)  Number  of  visits  made  by  midwife  previous  to  labour 

commencing. 

(2)  Number  of  times  urine  was  examined,  and  the  results 

thereof. 

(3)  The  results  of  any  ante-natal  examinations. 

The  medical  practitioner  in  attendance  upon  the  case  is  visited,  and 
any  particulars  given  by  him  in  regard  to  the  case  are  noted. 

A form  giving  in  detail  an  account  of  each  case  is  sent  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 
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PUKRPERAL  PYREXIA. 

Aller  fi  iiotilicatioii  of  the  above  disease,  a visit  is  paid  to  the  home 
and  to  the  medical  attendant.  In  every  case  the  following  facilities 
are  offered : — 

(a)  Tlie  services  of  a Specialist,  whose  fee  is  paid  by  the  Local 

Authority,  except  in  those  cases  whcie  the  financial 
position  is  such  that  this  payment  is  not  I’equired. 

(b)  Isolation  and  treatment  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Cefn 

Hirgoed.

DENTAL  TREATMENT. 

During  the  year,  by  arrangement  with  the  Glamorgan  Education 
Comniittei',  41  cases  received  Dental  Treatment;  of  these  cases,  23 
were  children  under  five  years  of  age,  and  18  were  expectant  or  nursing 
mothers. 

Eighteen  expectant  or  nursing  mothers  were  provided  with  dentures. 
The  cost  of  the  treatment  was  as  follows : — 

(a)  For  dental  treatment;  (1)  Mothers,  3s.  6d.  per  case,  and 

one  case  Is.  (2)  Children,  3d.  per  case. 

(b)  For  'dentures:  £1  7s.  fid.  for  a complete  denture,  and 

for  partial  dentures  a lesser  cost,  determined  by  the 
size  of  the  denture. 
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For  tlio  year,  the  total  cost  was  made  up  as  follows: — Cliilclreu 
iiiulor  live  years  of  age,  5s.  9d. ; expectant  or  nursing  mothers,  £.1  Os. 
Gd.  ; dentures  £20  17s.  Id. ; total,  £24  3s.  Id.  Out  of  this  amount  £G 
0.-'.  4d.  was  reeoverable  from  those  wlio  could  afford  to  pay.  The  net 
cost  of  all  dental  treatment  to  the  Clouncil  for  the  year  was  £18  2s.  Od. 

The  same  scale  of  income  is  applied  in  dental  cases  as  in  those  for 
free  milk. 

(ii.)  INSTITFTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  MOTHERS  OR  CHILDREN 

There  is  none  provided. 

(iii.)  HEALTH  VISITORS. 

Three  full-time  Health  Visitors  are  employed,  and  by  arrangement 
with  the  Bridgend  Urban  District  Council,  two-thirds  of  the  time  of  a 
fourth  Health  Visitor  is  also  available. 

As  .soon  as  possible  after  each  child  (whose  birth  has  been  notified) 
has  reached  the  age  of  fourteen  days,  the  home  is  visited  by  one  of  the 
Health  Visitors.  Thereafter,  a visit  is  paid  every  four  weeks  until  the 
child  has  reached  the  age  of  three  months.  From  three  months  onwards 
to  five  years  of  age,  the  child  is  visited  once  every  three  months. 

The  above  ai)plies,  of  course,  onls'  in  cases  where,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Health  Visitor,  the  child  is  making  satisfactory  progress. 

In  those  cases  where  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  appropriate  Infant 
M elfare  Centre  or  Health  Visitor,  thinks  that  more  frequent  visits  are 
necessary,  this  is  done.  If  requested  by  the  Medical  Practitioners,  more 
visits  are  paid  in  special  cases. 

(iv.)  CHILD  LIFE  PROTECTION  (under  Part  I.  of  the  Children  Act, 
1908,  as  Amended  by  the  Children  and  Young  Pereons  Act,  1932) 

The  Local  Authority  advertised  that  in  their  area  the  Medical  Officer 
o'.  Health  was  to  be  the  person  to  whom  notices  under  Part  I.  of  the 
Act  must  be  sent.  The  Health  Visitors  employed  by  your  Council  were 
ai)i)ointcd  Infant  Protection  Visitors  under  Part  I.  of  the  Children  Act. 

ihc  Health  Visitors  make  visits  to  all  known  cases  at  regular 
intervals  until  the  children  have  reached  the  age  of  nine  years. 

A i-egister  of  all  children  coming  within  the  scope  of  the  Act  is  kept. 

No  i)rosecution.s  were  found  to  be  necessary  during  1939. 

At  tlu!  commencement  of  1939,  there  were  four  children  on  the 
register,  and  during  the  year  two  were  adopted  for  iiayment,  and  at  tho 
end  of  the  year  there  were  three  on  the  register,  two  having  been  legally 
adopted,  and  one  returned  to  his  parents. 
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(v.)  ORTHOr^DIO  TREATMENT. 

Your  Council  has  now  made  arrangements  for  all  ortliopjedic  treat- 
ment which  cannot  be  carried  out  at  your  own  Clinics  to  be  undertaken 
at  the  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital,  Cardiff. 

Nine  new  cases  were  sent  for  treatment  in  1939,  of  which  five  were 
in-ijatients  and  four  out-patients.  Five  patients  continued  treatment 
commenced  in  1938  during  1939 — two  as  in-patients  and  three  as  out- 
patients. The  total  cost  was  £189  5s.  Od.  ( In-patients,  £182  17s.  Od. ; 
out-patients,  £6  8s.  Od. 

The  terms  upon  which  treatment  will  be  undertaken  by  this  Hospital 
are  as  follows : — Registration  fee,  5s. ; plasters,  if  necessai’j',  2s.  to 
15s.  each ; X-ray,  10s.  6d.  In-door  patients,  £2  2s.  Od.  per  week. 
Instruments,  25s.  each.  The  charge  varies  according  to  each  case. 

SECTION  C. 

1.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

(1)  WATER. 

The  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  Avas  established  in  1920,  and  took 
over  the  various  water  undertakings  and  started  to  fmiction  on  January 
1st,  1921.  The  mains  of  the  Board  are  now  laid  Avithin  every  Parish  of 
the  Penybont  Rural  District  Council,  Avith  the  exception  of  Sker. 

There  are  no  ncAv  sources  of  supply. 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  Board’s  expenditure  of  a capital  natiue 
during  the  past  j-ear  has  been  confined  to  main  extensions.  At  the  sug- 
gestion of  the  JMinistry  of  Health,  expert  adAuce  Avas  sought  by  the 
Board  in  reference  to  the  proposals  for  treatment  of  Avater  at  all  the 
Board’s  soui'ces  of  supply  not  now  treated,  and  Dr.  Suckling,  of  Queen 
Victoria  Street,  London,  Avas  engaged  to  investigate  and  submit  detailed 
recommendations  in  this  matter.  These  investigations  Dr.  Suckling 
carried  out  during  the  past  year,  and  submitted  exhaustive  reports, 
Avhich  the  Board  had  Ainder  consideration  Avhen  the  Avar  broke  out.  For 
obvious  reasons,  consideration  of  this  question  has  been  held  in  abeyance. 
It  should  bo  pointed  out,  however,  that  some  of  the  most  important 
sources  of  supply  are  already  subject  to  treatment,  including  the  ScliAA  jdl, 
Dymbat,  Nantymoel,  and  PAvllAA'y  (CoAvbridge)  Sources. 

’The  erection  of  the  Ar.senal  at  Bridgend  and  the  Aerodrome  at  St. 
Athan  have  catised  an  abnormal  increase  in  Avater  consumption  for  trade 
and  domestic  i)uri)o.scs  from  the  Board’s  sources,  Avith  the  result  that 
the  ScliAA'yll  and  PavUav.v  Sources  have  to  be  used  throughout  the  year  to 
a iai  gi  cater  extent.  These  AA'aters  haA'e  a high  degree  of  permanent 
hardness,  but  as  they  are  treated  Avaters,  their  quality  has  been  satis- 
factoi’y. 
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Summary  of  Main  Extensions  carried  out  in  1939. 

(,1)  The  special  main  laid  from  Eweniiy  to  St.  Athan  is  now  tound 
to  be  inadequate  owing  to  tlio  increased  quantity  of  water  u.scd  at  the 
Aerodrome,  and  the  Air  Ministry  have  given  instructions  for  the  con- 
struction of  a duplicate  reservoir  at  Sigginstone  and  the  laying  of  a 
duplicate  main  from  that  Reservoir  to  the  Aerodrome. 

This  work  was  commenced  at  the  end  of  1939. 

(2)  Heol-las,  Coity:  776  yards  3-inch  C.I.  main. 

This  maul  connected  the  branch  from  the  12-inch  trunk  main  at 
Heol-las  to  the  3-inch  main,  Coity,  and  has  effected  considerable  improve- 
ment to  the  volume  of  water  available  in  the  Coity  district.

QUALITY  OF  WATER. 

The  analysis  of  the  unti'eated  water  from  upland  soui’ces  is  geneially 
fairly  satisfactory,  with  the  exception  of  samples  taken  after  heavy  storm 
periods.

'I'he  chemical  and  microscopical  characters  show  no  evidence  of  any 
organic  contamination. 
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Sixty-three  samples  ot  water  for  bacteriological  and  chemical 
examinations  were  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst  during  the  year  by 
tlie  Penybont  Council. 

There  is  an  ample  supply  of  water  for  the  district. 

There  has  been  close  co-operation  between  the  Mid-Glamorgan 
Water  Board  and  the  Penybont  District  Council,  and  I have  had  the 
greatest  help  from  the  Manager  of  the  Water  Board  in  regard  to  all 
matters  connected  with  the  Board’s  Supply.

(2)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

In  certain  parts  of  your  di.strict,  there  are  sewerage  schemes  wliici 
are  satisfactory.  In  other  parts,  owing  to  the  absence  of  sewers,  pai 
closets  or  i)rivy  middens  are  used. 
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The  following  new  sowers  have  been  constructed  during  the  year : — 

(1)  A sewer  to  drain  the  houses  at  Peiiycao  and  the  Isolation 
Hospital  in  the  I’ai'ishes  of  St.  Hi-ides  Aliiior  and  Coity  Higher.  Six 
existing  houses  and  the  Isolation  Hospital  have  been  connected  to  this 
sewer  in  the  year  1939. 

(2)  Sewers  to  drain  in  the  village  of  Brynmenyn,  six  houses  at 
Ahergarw,  four  houses  near  the  Station,  and  four  houses  at  River  Row. 

Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  in  course  of  construction  in 
(ho  Parishes  of  Pyle,  part  of  Keufig,  Tythegston  Higher  tJohn  Street 
and  The  Graig),  and  Fforddygyfraith  in  the  Parish  of  Laleston. 

2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  chief  rivers  in  the  district  are  the  Llynfi  and  Ogmore. 

The  Llynfi  rises  in  the  Maesteg  Valley  and  flows  through  the  upper 
part  of  your  district,  receiving  tributaries  from  the  Gadlys  valley, 
from  Cwm-Nant-Gwyn  and  the  Kenfig  brook  at  the  junction  of  the 
Ogmore  and  Llynfi  rivers  below  Brynmenyn.  This  stream  receives 
the  coal  washings  of  the  pits  in  the  IMaesteg  Valley,  and  also  the  sewage 
effluent  from  the  Maesteg  U.D.  Council  works,  and  the  effluent  from 
your  Council  works  at  Troedyrhiwgarth.  At  Kenfig  Hill,  there  is  a 
brook  at  Nant-craig-yr-Aber,  which  is  really  the  overflow  of  the 
Porthcawl  Water  Works.  The  Cwm  Kenfig  brook  divides  Kenfig  Hill 
and  Pyle  parishes  from  the  Port  Talbot  Borough. 

The  Ewenny  River  rises  at  the  east-most  point  of  your  district, 
and  joins  the  Ogmore  River  at  J.Icrthyrmawr.  The  Ewenny  has  a 
tributary  which  joins  it  near  Castlc-upen  Alum.  The  Ewenny,  during 
its  course,  receives  crude  sewage  from  a few  houses,  e.g.  at  Pencoed. 
The  Ogmore  River  is  a continuation  of  the  two  main  streams  in  the 
Ogmoi’e  and  Garw  Urban  District.  It  passes  through  Tondu  and 
Aberkenfig,  and,  after  flowing  some  distance,  it  passes  through  the 
town  of  Bridgend,  and  again  into  your  district,  ultimately  discharging 
into  the  Bristol  Channel.  This  stream  receives  the  coal  washings  of 
several  collieries,  and  the  sewage  effluent  of  the  Ogmore  and  Garw 
U(i"ban  District  Council,  and  that  portion  of  Gilfach  Goch  termed 
Evanstown.

At  the  end  of  tlie  year  1939  the  number  of  closets  were  as  follows: —

These  figures  do  not  include  the  two  Mental  Hospitals,  the  Smallpox 
Hospital,  or  the  Isolation  Hospital,  which  are  situated  within  the 
district. 

One  hundred  and  forty-nine  houses  were  erected  during  the  year, 
and  of  these  91  discharge  into  sewers,  34  were  connnected  to  private 
sewage  woi'ks,  and  24  to  ces.spits. 
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(li)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

I would  suggest  that  in  the  near  future,  your  Council  pay  particular 
attention  to  the  re-organising  of  the  scavenging  in  your  district.  Tho 

majoi'ity  of  tlic  scavenging  carts  are  unsatisfactory.  The  utensils  used 
by  many  of  the  householders  are  inefficient.  To  properly  scavenge 
ihe  district,  a number  of  motor-lorries,  probably  about  four,  with 
pro]ieiiy  constructed  covers,  would,  I believe,  scavenge  the  whole  of 
your  district.  These  could  i-emove  the  refuse  satisfactorily,  and 
without  nuisance,  to  a central  destructor,  where  the  I'efuse  could  be 
got  rid  of.  In  this  way,  the  scavenging  could  be  carried  on  without 
creating  unsightly  dumps,  and  with  little  or  no  risk  to  the  general  public 
health. 

The  Council  collect  refuse  in  the  following  parishes  three  times 
weekly,  and  provide  modern  motor  refuse  collecting  vehicles,  with  proper 
covers  for  the  purpose : — 

Parishes  of  Pyle,  Tythegston  Higher,  Kcnfig,  northern  portion  of 
Laleston  Parish :

This  is  done  by  contract,  and  a collection  is  made  three  times 
weekly. 

Parish  of  Llangynwyd  Lower : — 

This  is  done  by  contract,  and  there  are  two  collections  weekly. 

Parish  of  Coychurch  Higher : — 

This  is- done  by  contract,  and  there  are  three  collections  weekly. 

Parish  of  St.  Brides  Minor : — 

This  is  done  by  contract,  and  there  are  three  collections  weekly, 
except  at  Hcol-Laethog,  where  there  are  two  refuse  bins, 
which  are  cleared  fortnightly. 

Parisli  of  Coity  Higher : — 

Collection  made  Hvice  weekly;  a house-to-house  eolleotion  is 
made  at  Litchard  Terrace,  and  the  twenty  new  hou.ses  on 
the  Bridgend  Road.  In  other  parts  of  this  parish,  refuse 
bins  are  in  use,  wliich  are  cleared  once  fortnightly. 
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Parisli  of  Peiicoed  : — 

Tliis  is  done  by  contract,  and  there  are  four  collections  weekly. 
Parish  of  St.  Brides  Major: — 

'I'his  is  done  by  contract,  and  there  are  two  collections  weekly 
during  the  summer  months,  and  one  during  winter  months. 


Parish  of  Coychurch  Lower : — 

This  is  done  by  contract,  and  there  is  one  collection  each  week. 

A new  refuse  collecting  vehicle  has  been  supplied  to  the  Kenfig 
Hill  district. 

In  connection  with  scavenging,  I am  of  the  opinion  that  the  sooner 
refuse  is  removed,  the  better  it  is  for  the  health  of  the  pubhc,  as  any 
saving  made  by  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  weekly  collections  may 
probably  be  gained  at  too  great  a cost.  The  ideal  method,  of  course, 
is  that  the  refuse  should  be  kept  in  a covered  bin,  and  removed  daily  in 
covered  cart  or  lorrJ^  There  should  be  no  uncovered  large  bins  in 
your  district,  although  I realise  yours  is  a scattered  rural  district. 

Generally  speaking,  refuse  from  earth  closets  and  privies  is  removed 
by  the  house-owner  or  occupier,  excepting  in  the  following  parishes, 
where  the  Council  undertakes  to  collect  from  a comparatively  small 
number  of  dwellings  : — 

Parish  of  Pyle. 

Parish  of  Newcastle  Higher. 

Parish  of  Ynysawdre. 

House  refuse  is  disposed  upon  tips  at  Kenfig  Hill  and  Brynmenyn, 
where  collection  is  undertaken  by  the  Council’s  employees.  The 
contractore  find  their  own  tips. 

Refuse  from  earth  closets  and  privies  is  generally  disposed  of  by 
burial  in  gardens  adjoining  the  houses. 

Generally,  house-owners  undertake  the  cleaning  of  cesspools,  except 
where  the  Council  have  undertaken  to  do  so,  to  those  houses  beyond  the 
reach  of  the  sewers,  in  parishes  where  a system  of  sewerage  has  been 
provided. 

I'he  contents  of  the  cesspools  are  generally  disposed  upon  farm  land 
or  buried. 
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(iii)  SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

See  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Reports. 

(iv)  SHOPS. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  take  any  action  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  relating  to  ventilation,  and  the 
tc-mj)eraturc  of  shops,  and  to  sanitary  conveniences. 

(v)  CAMPING  SITES. 

(1)  The  number  of  sites  in  the  area  which  were  used  for 
camping  purposes  during  1939  was  Nil. 

(2)  The  number  of  camping  sites  in  respect  of  which  licences 
have  been  issued  by  the  Local  Authority,  under  Section 
269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  is  Nil. 

(3)  The  e.stimated  maximum  number  of  campers  resident  in 
the  area  at  one  time  durmg  the  summer  season,  1939,  was 
1,050. 

(vi)  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

There  was  no  action  taken  durmg  the  yeai'  with  a view  to  the 
abatement  of  nuisance  from  smoke  in  the  area. 

(vii)  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  are  no  Swimming  Baths  or  Pools  in  your  district,  but  the 
provision  of  such  would  be  of  great  advantage  to  the  inhabitants. 

(viii)  ERADICATION  OP  BED  BUGS. 

(1)  1.  (a)  The  number  of  Council  houses  found  to  be  infested 

was  none. 

(b)  The  number  of  other  houses  found  to  be  infested  was 
five. 

2.  (a)  The  number  of  Council  hou.scs  disinfested  was  none. 

(1))  The  number  of  other  houses  disinfested  was  five. 

(2)  The  methods  employed  for  freeing  infested  houses  are  as  follows:

architraves  are  removed ; a blow  lamp  is  used  to 
destroj'  vermin  and  their  eggs.  The  rooms  are  then 
spiayed  with  an  insectide  and  fumigated  (zaldicide). 

(b)  In  other  than  Council  houses,  the  same  treatment  is 

carried  out  where  necessary,  or  disinfectants  are 
supplied. 

The  abo\o  methods  of  eradication  seem  to  have  been  quite  satisfactorv. 
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(3)  No  action  is  taken  to  ensure  tlie  belon^jings  ■of  tenants  are  free 
from  vermin  before  removal  to  Council  houses. 

(41  Tlie  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Local 
Authority. 

fo)  Householders  are  advised  to  maintain  a good  standard  of 
cleanliness  and  all  premises  are  frequently  visited.

SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

During  the  year,  100  samples  of  milk  were  taken,  99  of  these  being 
fiom  graded  supplies,  and  of  these  89  were  satisfactoi-y  and  10  un- 
satisfactory. The  ungraded  sample  was  unsatisfactory.  Steps  were 
taken  to  deal  with  all  unsatisfactoiw  cp-ses,  and  the  cowsheds  and  dairies 
were  inspected  and  advice  given.  Further  samples  were  alwaj's  taken 
following  upon  unsatisfactory  reports.  The  use  of  pasteurised  milk 
seems  to  be  groAving  in  the  district. 

One  sample  of  milk  Avas  especially  examined  for  the  presence  of 
tubercle  bacilli,  and  no  bacilli  Avere  discovered. 

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Regular  inspection  of  all  slaughter-houses,  shops,  stalls  and  vehicles 
is  carried  out. 

The  supervision  of  the  meat  supply  continues  to  take  up  a portion 
of  youi-  Sanitary  lns])ectors’  time.  The  Public  Health  Meat  Regulations, 
1924,  have  undoubtedly  made  the  inspection  a much  more  thorough 
one,  as  Avell  as  a saving  of  the  officers’  time.  As  I liaA-e  pointed  out 
Ix-fore,  to  a certaui  extent  the  benefit  AA’hich  should  be  deriA'ed  because 
of  these  regulations  is  minimised  by  certain  butchers  filling  up  the  fonns 
so  as  to  include  each  day  of  the  Aveek  as  a day  upon  which  they  intend 
to  slaughter. 

A Public  Abattoir  for  the  district  is  the  best  Avay  to  ensure  a 
safe  meat  supiAly  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  district.

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111  tlic  I’cnyliont  Rural  District  area,  proceedings  were  instituted 
against  four  persons.  Three  were  for  selling  new  milk  deficient  in  milk 
fat,  resulting  in  two  being  fined  and  one  dismissed  under  the  Probation 
of  Offenders  Act,  and  ordered  to  pay  costs.  The  other  person  was  pro- 
ceeded against  for  selling  new  milk  containing  added  water,  resulting  in 
a line.  Two  of  these  proceedings  were  instituted  after  the  1st  October, 
19119,  and  were  therefore  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

(d)  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food. 

All  this  work  is  done  at  the  Cardiff  and  County  Laboratoi'y,  samples 
of  graded  and  ordinary  milks  being  examined  monthly. 

(e)  Nutrition. 

Advice,  is  given  at  the  various  Infant  Welfare  and  Ante-Natal 
Centres  in  regard  to  the  nutritive  value  of  foodstuffs.  Small  leaflets 
and  books  are  kept  at  these  centres  and  distributed  to  the  mothers 
who  attend. 

SECTION  F. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  1939  was 
an  increase  over  that  of  1938 ; this  was  due  to  the  fact  that  Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough  again  became  notifiable  in  October,  1939. 

The  actual  number  of  each  disease  can  be  seen  from  the  appropriate 
table. 

Scarlet  Fever  shows  a considerable  decrease.  The  disease  was  of  a 
mild  type.  Of  the  33  cases  notified,  14  were  removed  to  Hospital  because 
of  no  suitable  accommodation  in  the  home,  and  in  a few  instances 
becau.se  the  mother  was  pregnant.  Very  few  complications  developed 
amongst  these  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  The  average  length  of  stay  in 
hospital  was  under  four  weeks. 

Diphtheria  showed  a very  slight  increase  over  1938.  The  m.ajority 
ol  the  cases,  for  the  first  time  in  many  years,  were  of  a comparatively 
mild  type.  No  deaths  occuried  from  this  disease.  All  the  cases  were 
treated  in  hosi)ital.  Diphtheria  immunisation  is  carried  out  at  the 
Penybont  Council  Offices,  Bridgend,  and  clinics  were  held  twice  weekly. 
During  19.39,  .3.51  children  were  immunised,  of  which  116  were  .school 
children,  and  2.35  [ire-.school  children.  vSeventeen  children  startl'd  the 
treatment,  and  did  not  have  the  second  or  third  injections.  Either  Alnm 
Precipitated  Toxin  (B.  W.  & Co.  A.P.T.)  or,  in  children  over  12  years, 
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ToxoitI  Auti  Toxin  Floccitles  (13. W.  &Co.  T.A.F.)  was  used.  The  Pro- 
hationcr  Nurses  at  tlie  Isolation  Hospital  are  also  immunised  against 
diphtheria.  ’Bus  fares  amounting  to  £10  19s.  7d.  were  paid  in  connec- 
tion with  diphtheria  immunisation. 

No  Measles  serum  for  propylaxis  was  used  in  the  district. 

All  cases  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  are  visited  by  the  Health 
Visitors.,  No  cases  were  taken  into  the  ls<jlation  Hospital,  the  Council 
not  yet  having  made  a decision  in  regard  to  asking  the  Hospital  Board  i 
to  admit  certain  cases  of  these  diseases. 

All  the  cases  of  malaria  notified  were  induced  cases. 

Where  any  cases  of  scarlet  fever  are  treated  at  home,  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  visit  as  frequently  as  they  think  necessary. 

There  is  no  provision  made  at  present  for  the  typing  of  pneumococci. 
All  cases  of  pneumonia  are  not  notified. 

Head  teachers  are  advised  of  all  cases  notified  amongst  school 
children  and  those  living  in  the  same  house.

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919. 

Every  possible  attention  was  again  given  during  the  year  with 
regard  to  the  extermination  of  rats  in  the  area. 

The  operations  carried  out  at  refuse  tips  and  sewage  disposal  works 
by  gassing,  with  the  Clayton  Gassing  Machine,  were  most  successful, 
as  no  rats  are  seen  for  some  considerable  time  at  these  places  after 
gassing.. 

Forty-nine  rats  were  shot  during  the  year  on  occasional  visits  made 
to  refuse  tips  in  the  area. 

Much  useful  work  in  the  destruction  of  rodents  resulted  from 
poisoned  baits  where  there  were  infestations  of  these,  chiefly  at  the 
refuse  tips  and  farm  buildings. 


SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

A sewerage  scheme  to  drain  houses  at  the  Graig  and  John  Street, 
Cefn  Ciibbwr,  and  to  serve  that  part  of  the  parish  of  Laleston,  Cefn 
Cross,  CJwmfl^oes,  and  Fforddygyfraith  is  being  proceeded  with  and 
should  be  com|)leted  early  in  the  coming  j-ear.  When  this  scheme  is 
completed,  notices  will  be  served  where  necessarj’  upon  the  owners  of 
properties  within  “ distance  ” of  the  sewer  to  connect  them  to  it.
